THE HAGUE. Holland (U PD - 
The Defense Ministry said today 
Indonesia attempted to invade 
Dutch New Guinea Monday. 
An official communique said 
the number of captured Indone­ 
sians aboard a motor torpedo 
boat that was sunk by Dutch na 
val units off the island’s south 
coast was many more than would 
have been aboard the vessel un­ 
der normal conditions.

the communique said.

The 52-year-old Hughes, the first 
Catholic governor in the state’s 
history, promised to "faithfully 
and impartially” administer his 
duties in an 1,800 word address 
which lasted 16 minutes. 


Hughes, lawyer and jurist who 
defeated former U. S. Labor Sec­ 
retary James P. Mitchell, a Re­ 
publican, in an upset lost No­ 
vember, took the oath of office ad­

Boy Prime 
Suspect In 
School Fire 


CHICAGO (UPL - A 13-year- 
old boy who has admitted to sub­ 
urban police he set a number of 
other fires today was considered 
a prime suspect in the Our Lady 
of the Angels school fire which 
claimed 95 lives three years ago. 
Sgt. Drew Brown of the Chicago 
police bomb and arson squad told 
United Press International he con­ 
sidered the youth the “best sus­ 
pect so far” in the Dec. I, 1958, 
school fire. Brown said he was 
told by suburban Cicero police the 
youth was a student at Our Lady 
of the Angels at the time of the 
blaze. 
Brown said he listened to a tape 
recorded conversation in which 
the boy told Cicero police of set­ 
ting a number of school fires. 


The Chicago Tribune reported 
in a copyrighted story the boy 
confessed setting the school fire 
during an examination by private 
lie detector expert John E. Reid. 
The Tribune said information 
about the confession was given 
yesterday to family cowl Judge 
Alfred J. Cilella. The newspaper 
said Reid declined comment. 
However, the Chicago Sun-Times 
quoted Cilella as saying he had 
“no knowledge of any lie tests 
being given anyone. Two or three 
weeks ago in Cicero the police 
were investigating something, but 
I have no knowledge of any lie 
tests being given to anyone.” 


Cilella could not be reached for 
comment by r n 
The boy’s fifth grade teacher at 
Our Lady of the Angels, Pearl 
TriMano, said a number of the 
items said to have been included 
in the boy’s account of the fire 
were at odds with the facts. How­ 
ever, she admitted that her recol­ 
lection of the incidents preceding 
the blaze was foggy.

were already at the home of PTA 
program chairman Edward J. 
Whiting when they were inform­ 
ed of the action. 
Whiting was to provide them 
with dinner and accomodations 
prior to their addressing the PTA 
meeting. 
University of Pennsylvania of­ 
ficials said the State Department 
telephoned the denial to relay to 
the students. 
The State Department explained 
that East Whiteland Township is 
in an area closed to Russians as 
part of a closed area system 
drawn up in reciprocity for areas 
of Russia closed to American 
travelers. 
They said that in many cases 
exceptions are granted, but that 
the department did not get the 
travel request from the Penn 
student 
until 5 p m. Monday. 
Philadelphia is an open area to 
Russians, a spokesman said, and 
Russian exchange students in the 
past have been permitted to trav­ 


el within a 25-mile radius without 
special permission. But, officials 
pointed out, East Whiteland Town­ 
ship is 28 miles from Philadelphia.
